KEY WEST, Kla. (AP)—Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro today sound­ 
ed his most aggressive call yet 
for revolution in Latin America 
and declared world communism 
must heal its split to help the 
masses rise.

fighting . . . in Latin America and 
this fight needs all the united 
forces of the Socialist revolution,” 
he shouted in a televised speech 
which lasted nearly three hours. 
Sees Difficult Days 
Castro's call for Communist uni­ 
ty and Latin-American uprisings 
came as Soviet Premier Khrush­ 
chev’ issued the same appeal for 
union in a m ajor .speech at Ber­ 
lin. but Khrushchev said social-’ 
ism 's principal task Is to seek 
world peace.

Castro told his audience—most­ 
ly women from many Latin na­ 
tions—its task is to lead the conti­ 
nent in Cuba-style revolutions.

ID-Card Proposal, 
Drinking Age Are 
To Be Separated 


ALBANY, N Y. (A P)-Sen. John 
J. Marchi said today he would di­ 
vorce his identification-cand pro­ 
posal from drinking and associate 
it with a health or Civil Defense 
purpose in an effort to salvage 
the plan 
Marchi, a Staten Lsland Repub­ 
lican. is chairman of a legislative 
committee that recommended a 
state-operated ID-card system as 
a means of resolving a controver­ 
sy over New York State's mini­ 
mum drinking age of 18. 
The Joint Legislative Commit­ 
tee to Study the Alcoholic Bever­ 
age Control Law said the cards 
would curb illicit drinking by New 
York youths under 18 and enable 
the state to bar liquor to non-resi­ 
dents under 21.

He further w rites: "Long be­ 
fore the advent of automobiles, 
Mr. 
Hotaling would cover his 
m utes by horse and wagon, in 
which he would cut the meat, as 
each 
custom er 
required. 
The 
wagon was in fact, a m arket on 
wheels. It was refrigerated by 
natural ice. One of Mr. Hotal- 
ing’s m ule was from P ort Ewen 
to U lster Park, through Union 
C enter and New Salem and so 
on back to Port Ewen. This trip 
consumed the m ajor part of a 
day and was made weekly. Mr. 
Hotaling harvested ice from the 
Hudson River to use in his busi­ 
ness. His ice house was located 
at Port Ewen a few hundred feet 
south of T ucker’s Beach.” 
He adds: "Old tim ers of Port 
Ewen cannot think of Mr. Hotal- 
ing’s M arket w ithout thinking of 
good home cured hams and bac­ 
on, large pieces of home smoked 
beef, 
pickled 
pigs 
feet. 
head 
cheese and other delicacies.” As 
I remem ber, he was a tall heavy 
man. w ith 
ruddy cheeks, and 
was happy all the time. 
In the days of the Skillypot. 
the Sleight 
grocery 
and 
feed 
store in Slcightsburg was a 'c ry 
popular place .My reader w rites, 
"For many years Johanas Sleight 
had a grocery; store in the three- 
story brick building, on the dock 


at Sleights burg, which was later 
owned by the LHster Fuel Oil 
Co. The Sleights also had a coal 
shed, into which they hoisted i 
coal from boats to the top of the 
bin, using a horse to pull the 
bucket up. so that it could lie 
dumped in a car. in turn, the 
car could be run on a track and 
dum p tho coal in the required 
bin. A steam hoist was installed 
later to replace the horse.” 
He writes further: "A fter Mr. 
Sleight died, 
the grocery and 
coal business was carried on by 
his sons. Richard and Benjamin 
Sleight. For many years William 
Sleight. Johanas Sleight’s broih- 
er, delivered the coal w ith horses. 
The coal business was later ta k ­ 
en over by W arren K. Van Vliolt 
who discontinued the use of the 
storage on the dock and list'd a 
coal shed at Port Ewen, at the 
railroad depot.” 
He goes Imok 60 vears Itoforr 
that when "this coal business at 
the Port Ewen depot was operat­ 
ed by Charles Vogt, who sold it 
to the Sleights, who in turn sold J 
it to Mr. Van Vliett, after his 
death it was sold to W alter H utt. I 
H ere and there I pick up this 
Port 
Ewen 
history, 
perhaps 
someday it will be all included 
into one manuscript or booklet 
for future historic use. I rem em ­ 
ber when my grandparents in 


Port Ewen used to receive coal 
by a team of horses and wagon. 
At that time our entrance was 
from East Main Street, up the 
steep hill to our >ard before East 
Main Street was widened.

The other day a forum of nine panelists, 
assembled in Washington, managed to dis­ 
cuss the nation’s “transportation crisis” for 
two hours with hardly a mention of the 
private automobile. 
Yet everyone agrees that the motor car 
has had immense impact on the country’s 
changing transportation patterns. And gov­ 
ernment studies suggest that effect will be 
even greater in the next 12 to 15 years. 
At the last official check there were 63 
million private passenger vehicles on streets 
and highways. The figure including trucks 
and buses was nearly 76 million. At the end 
of World War 2 the overall total was 31 
million, with some 22 million private cars. 
Passenger automobiles in 1960 traveled 
close to 600 million vehicle-miles. In 1945 
the figure was 200 million. 
Henry Shryock of the Census Bureau 
points out that two-thirds of all U.S. work­ 
ers use a car in getting between home and 
work. In the metropolitan areas of 100,000 
or more people, 82 per cent of those who 
commute to central cities rely on cars. 
The official population projections for the 
years up to 1975 indicate, of course, still 
further concentrations of our population in 
urban regions. By 1975, it is estimated, 150 
million Americans may live in the 212 larg­ 
est metropolitan areas. That is just 38 mil­ 
lion less than the total U.S. population to­ 
day. 
Bureau of Public Roads officials suggest, 
furthermore, that passenger car registra­ 
tions—and motor travel—may in the same 
span rise considerably faster than popula­ 
tion itself. 
The great push to the suburbs is, natural­ 
ly, a key factor in all this growth. Only the 
motor car has proved quickly adaptable to 
the transportation needs of sprawled-out 
urban centers. 
Not everybody thinks the suburban rev­ 
olution will continue apace. One A. F. Par­ 
rott of the American Statistical Assn. sug­ 
gested in 1960 that the movement is slack­ 
ening. But Census officials argue that there 
is scant evidence of this so far. 
Meantime, the crush in transportation 
seems merely to get worse, as does the cost 
of trying to ease it. Fancy million-dollar-a- 
mile urban beltways open one day and two 
months later chalk up bumper to bumper 
rush hour loads. 
If there is a “transportation crisis,” it is 
fair to suggest that this is it. 
And even 
those gatherings of experts which do men­ 
tion the motor car appear to have no ready 
solutions. 


The typical American spends 12 to 14 
cents of every dollar he earns on his auto­ 
mobile. And he spends half his time want­ 
ing a new one. 


TAKE THE ELEVATOR 
School transportation for pupils—some­ 
thing unheard of some years back—will be 
a thing of the past in the city of tomorrow 
with its apartment house-schools, or office- 
school buildings. 
Although it is not exactly a trend, a 
public housing project in Queens County 
opened a three-building kindergarten and 
first grade school and apartment complex 
in 1948 and Newark, N. J. has an apart­ 
ment house with nursery school on top. A 
number of other cities are reported serious­ 
ly considering the idea. 
This is not merely the result of popula­ 
tion pressures. Advantages are that there 
are no dangerous streets to cross, absen­ 
teeism is reduced and parent-teacher rela­ 
tions are impreved. 
Not the least advantage Ss that such 
structures can he money-makers, bringing 
in apartment and office rentals and tax 
revenues. 
If population trends continue, however, 
it may well be that sheer lack of space in 
some communities will one day dictate that 
the new buildings be multipurpose—virtual 
cities within cities—with their own schools, 
offices, theaters, stores, post offices, hospi­ 
tals and everything else. 


World Today

WASHINGTON (AP)—In two years Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s mood- about things at home and 
abroad- has changed from that of dark worry 
and gritty crisis to one of much confidence and 
a feeling the tide is running right. 
The change shows in the three State of the 
Union messages he has delivered to Congress: 
the first in 1961, right after he took office; the 
second in 1962; the third Monday. 
Kennedy's first message sounded like a call 
for the ambulance. The one last year considered 
the American patient much improved. The one 
this week said the patient was doing fine hut 
could still stand some vitamins. 
Monday’s message had less rhetoric than the 
one in 1961. But that wasn’t the reason it 
sounded flat by comparison. It was just less 
urgent. It mentioned fewer ne^d, suggested fewer 
remedies. 
In the past few weeks in one unusual way or 
another—on television or in conferences with 
newsmen—he pretty generally laid down not only 
his view of the world at this time but what pro­ 
grams he would propose to Congress. 
The three messages side by side tell the story. 
The first group is on problems at home: 
1961—“I speak today in an hour of national 
peril . . . The outcome is by no means certain 
. . . The American economy is in trouble." 
1962—“ . . . We completed 1961 on the high 
road to recovery and growth.’’ Now he was think­ 
ing no longer almost entirely in terms of re­ 
covery but in terms of controlling inflation so the 
recovery already taking place wouldn’t bo hurt. 
1963 
"I can report to you that the state of 
this old but youthful Union, in the 175th year 
of its life, is good . . . The recession is behind 
us . . . Both at home and abroad there may 
now be a temptation to relax . . . But we can­ 
not bo satisfied to rest here.** 
Here are the same three messages, side by 
side, on foreign problems: 
1961—" . . . All our domestic problems pale 
when placed besied those which confront us 
around the world . . . P^ach day the crisis mul­ 
tiply. Each day their solutions grow more diffi­ 
cult ■ . . 
"Each day we draw nearer the hour of maxi­ 
mum danger, as weapons spread and hostile 
forces grow stronger . 
. The tide of events 
has been running out and time has not been 
our friend . . . ” 
1962—It was not so much what he said in 
1962 as what he left unsaid that showed Ken­ 
nedy felt more confident about dilemmas over­ 
seas. 
He no longer dwelt on the hour of peril or 
the approach of danger. Instead, he gave a brief 
lecture on the difference between the West and 
communism —the difference btween free choice 
and cooercion. 
It was a lecture he wras to repeat almost in 
the same words in his 1963 message. Still, he 
turned on the amber light, He warned that 
"every apparent blessing contains the seed of 
danger.” 
1963^ "In the world beyond our borders steady 
progress has been made in building a w-orld of 
order . . . Only a few years ago . . . com­ 
munism sought to convey the image of a unified, 
confident and expanding empire, closing in on a 
sluggish America. 
"In these past months we have reaffirmed 
the scientific and military superiority of free­ 
dom . . . We have every reason to believe our 
tide Is running strong." 
VV bile the w’orld looked brighter to Kennedy 
in 1963 he did again what he did in 1962: he 
took out a little insurance against too much 
optimism by warning about “the storms beyond 
the horizon."

Epileptic Should Avoid 
Hazardous Activities

Epilepsy is one of the most misunderstood of 
discases. 
In Biblical times and in some parts of 
the world today epileptics have been thought to 
be possessed by evil spirits. 
Now that we doctors have taken a closer look 
we know that epilepsy is not a single disease but 
that more than a dozen types of seizure have 
been lumped under this one term. 
The mecha­ 
nism is an abnormal electrical disturbance in the 
brain but in most cases what causes this is un­ 
known. 
Much of the fear associated with epilepsy is 
due to this very fact—fear of the unknown, es­ 
pecially when it has to do with the brain. This 
is aggravated by the fact that the victim often 
has no way of knowing when he is going to have 
his next attack. 
In a few epileptics there a r e 
warning signs that come to be recognized as such 
and these persons can at least prevent a fall. 
How would you feel if you woke lip lying on a 
crowded sidewalk surrounded by gaping strangers 
and were told that you had cried out, fallen, gone 
into convulsions, drooled, frothed at the mouth, 
breathed heavily or snored loudly and rolled your 
eyes? 
Since the epileptic has no recollection of any 
of these things, he is asked to take the word of 
strangers. 
Since he can neither prove or dis­ 
prove their story he becomes embarrassed and re­ 
sentful. 
If. in addition to this, he finds that he 
has bitten his tongue and perhaps urinated, his 
embarrassment is aggravated. 
This is a description of the severe or grand 
mal attack. Many attacks are far less severe and 
may amount to only a momentary blackout. 
Until the electric brain wave recorder was in­ 
vented a few years ago, the diagnosis was hard 
to make because the attacks so rarely occurred 
when a doctor or other trained observer was pres­ 
ent. 
No matter how suggestive of epilepsy the de­ 
scription of a bystander might be. the doctor who 
examined the sufferer later could not be sure that 
the seizures were not hysterical or feigned. 
Now 
by examining the brain waves of an epileptic, 
even when he is not in an attack, a characteristic 
pattern can be recognized. 
It might be well at this point to explode the 
myth that epileptics either are or will become 
insane. 
A few feeble-minded or insane persons 
also have epilepsy just as they may also have dia­ 
betes or dandruff 
On the other hand many bril­ 
liant and talented persons in the past did not let 
this handicap prevent them from achieving great­ 
ness ol one sort or another. 
Evidence points to 
the fact that Julius Caesar and Felix Mendelsohn 
were epileptics. 
Because the attacks come suddenly and unex­ 
pectedly, the sufferer should not b«* allowed to 
swim, ride a bicycle, drive a ear, climb a ladder 
or engage in any oilier activity that might en­ 
danger his life should an attack come..................... 
In g'-nerai, alcohol should he avoided; plenty of 
restful sleep should be allowed, and mental and 
physical exercise (but not such contact sports as 
football, wrestling, and boxing) should he encour­ 
aged. Several drugs have b"en used with varying 
degrees of success. 


Some may consider this a horrifying 
prospect. It need not be so, especially if 
the areas between these superbuildings 
were turned into green parks.

T oday in World Affairs 
JFK Fails to Mention Power 
Of Unions to Blast Economy

WASHINGTON — President 
Kennedy’s 
annual 
message 
to 
Congress is inaccurately entitled 
'The State of the Union.” 
For 
Mr. Kennedy omitted reference 
to some of the most important 
subjects confronting America to­ 
day, particularly how the na­ 
tional economy shall be saved 
from disintegration due to the 
monopoly power being exercised 
by a bloc of labor unions. 
Mil­ 
lions of people In two Major cit­ 
ies—New York and Cleveland — 
have had their newspapers sup­ 
pressed. Financial losses to per­ 
sons in business and to individ­ 
uals out of work are heavy and 
are irreparable. 
Nor did the President mention 
the strike that has tied up ship­ 
ping for more than three weeks 
now in the ports of the East 
coast and the Gulf of Mexico. 
Senator Everett Dirkson of Illi­ 
nois, Republican leader, at least 
introduced a bill the same day to 
provide for compulsory arbitra­ 
tion of strikes in the maritime 
industry. 
Not a single word appeared in 
the President’s message, more­ 
over. concerning the plight of the 
rank and file of American work­ 
ers who are the victims of a lack 
of intelligent leadership. 
The President has failed to 
come to grips with what has 
really been ailing America the 
last decade or more—the pow’er 
of a single group to force prices 
upward, and the inability of the 
country immediately to absorb 
such price increases. 
Indifference No Cure 
Basic economic ailments will 
not be cured by indifference. Mr. 
Kennedy in his message talked 
fluently about the economic de­ 
velopment of the countries of 
Europe 
and 
of 
the 
problems 
faced 
by 
the 
underdeveloped 
countries. 
He spoke in general­ 
ities about social*welfare legisla­ 
tion in this country, but didn t 
make specific recommendations 
or many of the worth-while ob­ 
jectives he mentioned. 
The President seemed to think 
that, by giving his support to a 
project for the reduction of tax­ 
es, he would be winning applause 
in the country- To promise a tax 
cut and to achieve one are, how-- 
ever, two different things. 
The 
voters will get little comfort out 
of a tax cut if economic uncer­ 
tainty prevails and if govern­ 
ment sanding continues as indi­ 
cated. with the prospect of a rec­ 
ord-breaking deficit in the U. S. 
Treasury next year. 
Oddly enough. Mr. Kennedy 
seemed preoccupied with the idea 
that the nation at present may 
not be taking its problems ser­ 
iously. 
He said, "in short, both 
at home and abroad, there may 
now be a temptation to relax." 
One wonders whether the coun­ 
try is, after all. really in a re­ 
laxed mood and is indifferent to 
the dangers both at home and 
abroad. 
As for the young people out 


productive jobs for them. He ap­ 
pears to be reverting to one of 
the ideas of New Deal days, 
when the Civilian Conservation 
Corps was organized lo take 
care of many of the younger 
persons who were unemployed. 
The President thinks that th# 
Peace Corps can do something 
of the same job.

He said all this might enable 
these young men to serve the 
cause of "domestic tranquility." 
Not Specific Enough 
Th? President had a heading 
on one section of his message 
which 
read: 
"We 
need 
to 
strenthen our nation by mak­ 
ing the be$t and most economical 
use of its resources and facili­ 
ties." But 
he did 
not 
really 
delve into this highly contro­ 
versial field beyond stating that 
new transportation facilities are 
needed and that the stockpile of 
goods, including farm products, 
must be reduced. In that phrase, 
"most economical use" of Ameri­ 
can resources and facilities, is 
rooted the present-day difficul­ 
ties of the whole economic sys­ 
tem. 
Tho President did include in 
his address one sentence referring 
with disappoval to the "grow­ 
ing pressures” by labor leaders 
for a 35-hour week. But the rea­ 
son for the omission of any 
reference to labor-management 
difficulties throughout the coun­ 
try is not apparent unless It be 
that the subject is a highly con­ 
troversial one and could cost the 
President votes in 1964. 
The labor unions themselves 
are the biggest single organized 
group of voters in the country 
today and contributed not only 
energy but money to help the 
President win his election in 
1960. Mr. Kennedy not long ago 
attacked businessmen for trying 
to raise their prices. Yet he has 
never taken a postive stand w-ith 
reference to the extreme de­ 
mands of 
labor-union 
leaders 
evidenced, for instance, in the 
big strikes in New York City and 
other parts of th# country. 
As long as one economic group 
can control the American sys­ 
tem by fixing costs of produc­ 
tion, 
which 
inevitably 
affect 
prices, there will not hie a free- 
market system in the United 
States, and the law of supply and 
demand will not operate effec­ 
tively to bring prosperity. Th# 
government will find itself com­ 
pelled to intervene as between 
labor and 
management 
if 
it 
really wants to stop recessions. 
But such intervention will com­ 
pound the evils of the present- 
day system unless it is impartial, 
objective and fair as between the

ment. e.x-Premier Nicholas Gru- 
nitsky took on today the burden 
of finding jobs for angry former 
soldiers who seized power Sunday 
and

Olympio. 
Unemployment was expected to 
be Grunitiky's major task. Only

Secondary School, Kisumu. Kenya. Mr. Ochieng is visiting the 
K i n g s t o n Consolidated School System for the purpose of observing 
and studying teaching methods in the secondary school and its 
adm inistration with particular emphasis on the teaching of geog­ 
raphy in the public schools. 
An alumnus of M akerere College in Uganda w here he received server 0n the State Departm ent's program of 
his Diploma in Education, Mr. Ochieng is 33 years old and resides teacher 
exchange. 
Mr. 
Ochieng 
is studying 
with his wife and five children in a one family house located in teaching methods and adm inistrative procedures 
the Kisumu School compound. He earned his C ertificate in Lduca- at the Kingston Schools. At a press interview' 
tion at the Institute of Education and specializes in Secondary^

Points of Differences 
The Kisumu Day School 
is 
unique in that most schools in 
Kenya are boarding schools. Mr. 
Ochieng said 
in an 
interview 
w ith The Freem an. 
"It is a boys’ school but by 
next year it should be co-ed," he 
said. 
Mr. Ochieng. who is very im­ 
pressed with the Kingston Con­ 
solidated School System , tells us 
th a t Kisumu school problems do 
not include transportation 
for 
the students or a lunch program . 
“Our students walk to and from 
school, some of them come as 
fa r as eight miles. 
They bring 
th eir lunches with them or if 
they live close enough, they go 
home for lunch. If they forget 
th eir lunch, they go w ithout it." 
While Mr. Ochieng pointed out 
th a t walking to school is an ac­ 
cepted thing In Kenya, he also 
said that some boys have their 
own bicycles. "The real problem 
for our students em erges during 
the rainy 
season which 
lasts 
from three to five m onths out of 
th e year. 
G etting to school is 
fine, but it’s getting hack home 
th a t sometimes becomes difficult 
because most rains come in the 
aftern o o n "

And they cru­ 
cify him. For what? Strictly 
through association.” 
Karras is the all-pro defen­ 
sive tackle of the Lions who owns 
an interest in a bar that has been 
frequented 
by 
“undesirables.” 
Schmidt, the all-pro middle line­ 
backer, has an interest in a De­ 
troit restaurant. 
You Own a Place 
"You own a place," continued 
Schmidt, you have to let anybody 
come in. You don’t always know’ 
at first what business these peo­ 
ple are in. They want to talk 
football, so you talk with them. 
There’s so much interest in the 
game it’s almost impossible to 
avoid.” 
Schmidt and Karras had just 
finished competing in the Pro 
Bowl, with the finest players in 
the game, and despite a veneer 
of kidding about the investiga­ 
tions into gambling activities, 
they w ire perturbed, 
"W hat’s come out so far is ri­ 
diculous,” said Schmidt. “If s all 
hearsay. Since it first started, 
every news release is the same 
as all the others. They haven’t 
pin-pointed a thing. I’d like to 
have them come out with some­ 
thing specific or forget it.” 
Ha|is Lie Detectors 
Schmidt was incensed by the 
thought of subjecting players to 
lie detectors because he felt it 
automatically implied guilt. 
I’ll take a lie detector test,’ 
he specified, “only if everybody 
else will—that means every play­ 
er on the team, plus all the 
coaches and the general manager. 
“I don't want my reputation 
tarnished. 
I’ve 
silent 
several 
year's establishing myself and I 
take pride in it. I have a family 
and obligations. I don’t want 
them hurt and I don’t want my 
reputation destroyed by careless 
accusations. 
“Professional football has be­ 
come so big, there are so many 
close finishes and so many upsets 
that people are anxious to throw 
mud.” 
May Have Bet 
He admitted Ifs conceivable 
some players may have bet on 
themselves to win. 
“But,” he added, “I don’t see 


how they can fix a game or shave 
points. And I have no indication 
that ifs ever been done. Frankly, 
I don’t know’ how one individual 
can control it. If he continues to 
get beat, no m atter what position 
he plays, they're going to pull 
him out of there.” 
Schmidt pointed to the scores 
of Lion games this year as a 
meter of the difficulty in con­ 
trolling results 12-3, 9-7, 3-0, 17- 
13. 


He said, “You’re never think­ 
ing about the point spread. You 
may read about it in the news- 
papers during the week. But most 
of the time I hardly know what 
the spread is. You can’t think, 
‘We’re favored by 18.’ You just 
go out to win.”
